I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  ibinual  Report  as  your  Medical 
Officer  for  the  year  1958,  It  is  prepared  according  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  22/58, 

The  position  generally  is  quite  satisfactory. 

The  Birth  rate  and  Death  rate  compare  favourably  with  previous 
years.  It  is  again  a  pleasure  to  report  there  were  no  maternal  deaths 
during  the  year  under  review,  but  the  high  light  of  vital  ststistics 
is  that  for  the  first  time  since  records  have  been  kept  and  probably 
the  first  time  ever,  there  v/ere  no  infant  deaths. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  v/as  low,  apart  from  that  of 
Sonne  Dysentery  which  was  higher  than  usual.  There  were  no  cases  of 
Poliomyelitis  or  Diphtheria,  The  figures  given  in  the  report  on  the 
vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  are  for  the  year  1958  but  since  then 
great  strides  have  been  made  especially  in  the  vaccination  of  young 
people  up  to  the  age  of  25  years, 

I  am  very  pleased  that  the  Council  have  taken  such  an  interest  in 
the  housing  of  the  elderly.  The  old  people  like  and  desire  homes  of 
their  own,  and  the  Garden  Close  houses  are  much  appreciated  by  the 
tenants, 

Mr,  Birkbeck's  report  o’n  the  V/ater  undertaking  reflects  the  amount 
of  work  carried  out  by  his  department  during  the  year.  Chlorination 
of  the  water  supply  is  very  desirable  and  is  an  insurance  against  any 
water  borne  disease, 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council  and  to  my  Colleagues 
on  the  staff  for  their  support  and  help  during  the  year,

Headworks 


The  pitching  of  the  ground  flanking  the  dam  has  been  repaired 
and  grouted  v/ith  cement  mortar. 

Weather  conditions  during  the  summer  again  prevented  the 
completion  of  improvement  works  at  the  Dam* 

The  perimeter  of  the  Lake  has  been  inspected, 

Filterhouse 

In  June  the  Venturi  Meter  was  stripped  down,  overhauled  and 
re-assembled.  The  overhead  gearing  of  the  raking  arms  was  repaired. 

Trunk  Main 

During  the  year  six  blown  joints  were  repaired  and  leak  clamps 
fitted. 

On  17th  December  1958  a  burst  due  to  a  longitudinal  crack  in  the 
trunk  main  was  located,  a  section  of  pipe  7’*-0”  long  was  cut  out  and 
replaced.  This  interuption  in  flow  resulted  in  a  drop  in  local 
storage  to  784? 076  gallons.  The  Lowther  Supply  assisted  greatly  in 
replenishing  stocks. 

The  concrete  protection  to  the  Trunk  Main  at  its  crossing  of 
Hayesv/ater  Gill  v/as  extensively  repaired  v/here  it  had  been  scoured 
out  by  the  water  flow  in  the  stream,  A  rise  in  flow  due  to  bad 
weather  stopped  operations  before  completion  but  only  in  the  very 
final  stages, 

Venturi  Meter  -  Victoria  Road 

This  meter  gave  considerable  trouble  in  May,  The  manufacturers 
twice  visited  and  stripped  dovm  the  instrument.  Since  the  overhaul 
there  has  been  no  further  breakdov/n.

Local  Storage 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Service  Reservoirs  held  1,371,225 
gallons.  Due  to  severe  frosts  in  January  a  considerable  amount  of 
v/ator  v/as  lost  throu^  bursts.  Storage  fell  to  786,831  gallons. 

The  Lov;ther  Supply  was  brought  into  service  and  on  25th  February  stocks 
has  risen  to  1,399>557  gallons.  In  March  local  bursts  resulted  in  an 
abnormal  reduction  in  storage  in  the  Maidenhill  Reservoir,  A  general 
reduction  was  experienced  in  June  and  difficulty  was  caused  by  the 
breakdov/n  of  the  Victoria  Road  Venturi  Meter  in  locating  the  trouble. 
Testing  and  repair  of  minor  leakages  in  the  distribution  system  and 
also  repair  of  defective  joints  on  the  trunk  main  would  it  was  hoped 
assist  in  an  improvement  in  the  situation.  This  did  in  fact  take 
place  and  it  was  felt  that  the  Lowther  Supply  could  be  dispensed  v/ith 
for  a  time  commencing  25th  August  1958»  Stocks  remained  at  a  relatively 
high  level  without  the  aid  of  Lowther  until  the  fracture  of  the  trunk  | 
main  in  December  when  local  Storage  was  reduced  to  764»076  gallons  on 
18th  December.  This  figure  increased  to  1,395>891  gallons  on  3'lst  ; 

December  1958  the  rapid  replenishment  being  assisted  by  the  Lowther  :

During  January  the  large  compartment  of  the  Hi^  Reservoir  was 
emptied,  washed  out  and  chlorinated  the  second  being  dealt  with  in 
November,

General

from  Hayeswater  by  further  duplication  of  the  Trunk  Main,  The 
distribution  system  will  also  require  to  bo  extended  and  this  can 
best  be  done  by  re-arrangement  of  the  distribution  zones  in  the  maimer 
already  suggested.  Extension  to  leading  mains  will  be  required. 


Sterilisation  of  the  v/ator  supply  is  in  my  opinion  essential  and 
the  installation  of  the  necessary  plant  should  be  planned  in  conjunction 
with  the  duplication  of  the  trunk  main.

The  following  report  is  a  review  of  the  departments  activities  in 
i958  and  includes  information  requested  hy  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

HOUSING: 


A  total  of  26  houses  were  huilt  in  Peni'ith  during  the  year.  Of 
these  2i  were  built  by  the  Council  and  the  remaining  five  built  privat<j.' 

The  Council  now  own  957  Council  houses  but  there  is  still  a  waitinf 
list  for  some  three  hundred  families.  This  total  includes  20  Pre  fabs, 
8  farm  workers  cottages,  6  houses  on  Holme  Riggs,  2  at  Potters  Lodge, 

3  flats  in  Portland  Place,  and  8  houses  at  Elm  Terrace, 

Of  the  U03  houses  declared  unfit  in  1955  34  have  been  represented 

and  closing  orders  made;  62  houses  have  been  dealt  with  by  old  slum 
clearance  orders,  new  slum  clearance  orders  or  individual  unfit;  51 
houses  have  either  been  demolished  or  granted  change  of  use  without 
formal  action  and  60  houses  have  been  improved  without  formal  action  and 
therefore  removed  from  the  Slum  Clearance  programme,  10  undertakings 
not  to  relet  have  been  given  again  v/ithout  formal  action. 

Certificates  of  Disrepair,  Housino:  Act  1957, 

Eight  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received  duri 
the  year.  In  six  cases  the  landlord  did  the  required  work  and  therefor 
no  certificate  v/as  necessary.  In  the  remaining  two  cases  certificates 
were  issued  but  later  withdrawn,  when  the  landlord  had  completed  the 
necessary  repairs, 

MEAT  INSPECTION: 


There  was  an  increase  throughput  at  the  Public  Abattoir  during  1958 
of  630  animals  bringing  the  total  animals  killed  to  17»364.  At  the 
Myers  Lane  Private  Slaughterhouse  11,743  animals  were  killed  this  being 
6,457  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  animals  killed  in  Penrith  was  29 » 107  of  these 
252  were  condemned  with  diseases  other  than  Tuberculosis  and  1,699  of 
the  total  number  slaughtered  had  some  part  or  organ  condemned. 

There  was  a  further  fall  in  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  only  five 
animals  being  condemned  as  compared  v/ith  ten  the  previous  year. 

No  animal  bought  at  the  local  Auction  Mart  was  found  to  be  affected 
with  Tuberculosis,  Every  case  of  Tuberculosis  was  traced  to  have 
originated  in  a  none  attested  area  and  had  been  brought  from  that  area 
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on  special  licence  for  slaughter  in  Penrith, 

The  total  amount  of  carcass  meat  condemned  was  over  sixty  ton  - 
the  equivalent  of  more  than  a  month’s  supply  of  meat  to  Penrith  and 
district, 

SV7I1TE  FEVERS 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  sv/ine  fever  was  detected  in  a  hatch 
of  pigs  brought  into  the  Public  Abattoir  for  emergency  slaughter. 

Three  of  the  nine  pigs  were  condemned.  Twenty  contact  pigs  were 
subsequently  slaughtered  but  all  these  were  found  fit  for  human 
consumption.  Twenty  five  contact  pigs  were  killed  at  the  Myers  Lane 
Slaughterhouse,  One  of  these  was  found  to  be  affected  with  swine 
fever  and  was  condemned. 

Both  the  Public  Abattoir  and  the  Myers  Lane  Slaughterhouse  had  to 
be  cleansed  and  disinfected  under  the  Disease  of  Animals  Act  -  Swine 
Fever  Regulations  of  '1939#  The  condemned  pigs  were  incinerated, 

ICE  CREAIi^; 

Eighteen  samples  of  ice  cream  v/ere  taken  during  the  year  for 
examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carlisle,  I  am  very 
pleased  to  report  that  all  were  grade  I, 

Last  year  I  commented  on  the  misuse  of  the  name  "ice  cream”  a 
product  made  from  vegetable  fats  etc,  and  stated  that  I  thought  it 
time  the  public  were  entitled  to  ice  cream  made  from  Dairy  fats  etc, 

I  am  pleased  to  say  jJhat  the  public  can  now  buy  Dairy  Ice  Cream 
made  from  Dairy  Produce  only  and  not  containing  any  vegetable  fats.

MILK  SUPPLY; 


Four  of  the  five  registered  retailers  of  milk  retail  raw  T.T, 
milk,  The  fourth  retailing  pasteurised  and  sterilised  milk. 

All  samples  taken  for  examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
passed  the  Methylene  Blue  Test, 
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SUPPLY  OF  LIQUID  EGG; 


A  very  liraitod  supply  of  liquid  egg  is  obtainable  at  the 
Central  Egg  Packing  Station  at  Gilwilly,  This  is  obtained  from 
cracked  or  marked  eggs  collected  from  the  farms#  As  the  eggs  are 
’’Candled"  for  fitness  the  damaged  and  neglected  eggs  are  broken  by 
hand  into  metal  containers#  This  procedure  appears  to  be  satisfactory 
and  the  liquid  egg  is  disposed  of  daily  to  a  local  Bakery# 

Samples  of  this  liquid  egg  wore  collected  at  intervals  at  the 
request  of  Dr,  J,M,  Ross,  Senior  Medical  Officei;  and  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  examination#  All  samples  were  negative  for 
Salmonella  typhi-murium  the  organism  responsible  for  food  poisoning# 

RODENT  CONTROL: 


The  services  of  the  part  time  operator  have  functioned  well  during 
the  year#  Regular  attention  at  the  Refuse  tip  kept  the  rat  infestation 
under  control  and  the  water  courses  were  periodically  inspected# 
Individual  infestations  were  all  of  a  minor  nature  and  no  block 
treatments  were  carried  out#
